Marie  Wilkin’s  rise  to  fame  is  not 
entirely  a  Cinderella  story,  though 
there  is  much  of  the  dramatic  in 
it.  On  December  1,  1942,  Lily  Pons, 
whose  silvery  notes  were  the  main 
attraction  in  "Lakme,"  which  was 
to  be  sung  the  next  night,  had  a  bad 
throat.  Nobody  in  the  company 
know  the  role.  Somebody  thought  ol 
Marie  Wilkins,  who  was  known  to 
have  been  studying  the  part.  But 
twenty-four  hours  remained  for  re¬ 
hearsals.  but  Marie  Wilkins  knew 
that  this  was  her  chance,  and  she 
took  it.  But  it  )vas  a  chance  slip 
had  prepared  Tor  through  long 
years. 

Has  Good  Music  Foundation. 

Growing  up  in  Ithaca,  New  York, 
she  began  her  musical  career  as  a 
choir  singer.  At  eighteen  she  went 
to  Paris  to  study  with  Madame 
Malncr'-'-Marseillac.  Later  she  was 
I  a  student  of  Maestro  Cataldi  in 
Italy.  After  singing  for  three  years 
in  Italy,  she  returned  to  New  York 
to  sing  in  “Blossom  Time,"  "New 
Moon,”  and  "Fledermaus"  with  llir 
Schuberts.  She  has  done  consider¬ 
able  concert  work,  having  appeared 
as  soloist  with  the  Kansas  City 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  at  the 
Lindberg  and  Asheville  Mozart  Fes¬ 
tivals,  and  at  various  other  musical 
events. 

The  voice  of  Marie  Wilkins  is  de¬ 
scribed  as  having  great  flexibility 
and  wide  range.  Her  state  presence 
is  pleasing  and  unaffected.  Small, 
blu'e-pycd,,  and  brown-haired,  she 
favors  all  shades  of  blue  in  her 
wardrobe  because  it  Is  becoming  and 
because  she  believes  it  is  her  lucky 
color. 

The  home  of  Marie  Wilkins  is 
Lawrence,  Kansas.  She  is  married 
and  is  the  mother  of  an  eight-year- 
old  daughter.  Her  favorite  sports 
are  swimming,  mountain-climbing, 
und  hiking.  The  singer  and  her 
husband,  in  pre-war  days,  took 
walking  tours  through  the  moun¬ 
tains  of  Switzerland,  southern  Ger¬ 
many,  and  the  Austrian  Tyrol.  In 
the  United  States,  she  lius  climbed 
Mt.  Washington,  Mt.  Mitchell,  and 
other  mountains.  She  maintains 
that  mountain  climbing  is  the  best 
exercises  for  a  singer. 


Attack  Food  Problem 


Acid,  pectin,  and  sugar  are  neces¬ 
sary  to  make  Jelly.  Mary  Rose 
Gram  and  Mrs,  Tracey  Van  Camp 
knew  that,  and  yet  they  wanted  to 
make  jelly  out  of  elderberry  juice, 
which  contains  neither  pectin  nor 
acid.  Out  of  that  desiie  grew  an 
experiment  for  them  in  the  Home 
Economics  kitchen. 

Taking  the  elder-berry  Juice,  the 
two  students  added  tho  Juice  of 
quinces,  which  are  rich  in  the  miss¬ 
ing  ingredients  in  the  elderberry 
juice.  The  result  was  a  perfect 
Jelly  with  the  elderberry  flavor.  It 
demonstrates  a  method  of  increas¬ 
ing  the  winter’s  supply  of  jelly  by 
using  a  fruit  that  is  comman  and 
plentiful  and,  therefore,  inexpen¬ 
sive. 

In  the  same  class,  experiments  of 
other  sorts  are  going;  on,  yivian 


Wilson,  Bernice  Laughliii,  and 
Elizabeth  'Fennel  have  been  work¬ 
ing  with  ,. preserving  food  by  the 
sulphur  method.  They  used  apples 
in  their  experiment. 

The  process  of  sulphuring  the  ap¬ 
ples  began  with  quartering  and  cor¬ 
ing  them  and  placing  them  in  a 
cloth  bag.  A  sulphur  chamber  was 
made  by  using  things  at  hand. 
Into  an  air-tight  cooker,  used  so 
that  no  fumes  could  escape,  they 
placed  a  small  skillet  in  which 
they  made  a  fire.  When  only  coals 
remained,  they  sprinkled  sulphur 
on  them.  On  a  rack  above  the 
sulphur  fumes,  the  apples  were 
placed  and  the  cooker  closed.'  The 
apples  were  left  in  the  cooker  all 
night.  In  the  morning,  the  apples 
were  removed  and  packed  into  stone 
jars  with  weights  on  top.

One  of  these  days,  however,  some 
startled  lass  may  come  face  to  face, 
in  tills  same  hall,  with  literally 
dozens  of  slimy  despicable  reptiles 
\  —snakes.  To  be  sure,  they  are  un¬ 
der  glass  and  in  bottles  of  alcohol 
too,  but  the  pickling  process  has  not 
harmed  the  realism  any. 

Bookworms  with  eyes  to  the  floor 
may  bump  into  a  case— also  in  the 
hall— utter  soft  phrases,  and  move 
on.  Yet  in  the  case  lie  arrayed  books 
and  periodicals  chronicling  the  most 
historic  and  intriguing  of  events. 

Heirlooms  of  the  native  Ameri¬ 
can,  that  bronze  colored  feller  who 
once  pitched  his  tepee  on  the  site 
of  Residence  Hall,  arc  colorful  in 
another  case  that  someday  may  be 
spied  by  the  artists  of  the  student 
body. 

Agitated  students  pass  thc  sooth¬ 
ing  atmosphere  of  tile  frieze  from 
the  Parthenon  under  the  pitying 
gaze  of  Shakespeare  and  Mi  ton. 
Once  in  awhile,  one  stops  to  ad¬ 
mire. 

Sometimes  a  speeding  typist 
pauses  to  exclaim  over  relics  that 
wore  once  called  typewriters.  Then 
again  an  Industrial  arts  student 
fresh  from  a  shop  of  shiny  imple¬ 
ments  may  marvel  at  thc  tool  set 
which  under  skillful  hands  fash¬ 
ioned  many  an  elegant  home  in 
the  past. 

Witli  theso  tilings  to  recommend 
them,  perhaps  halls  will  some  day 
come  into  their  own  as  a  part  in 
thc  education  of  students.

■The  first  activity  of  tlie  Council 
is  concerned  with  assistance  of  mus¬ 
ical  organization  in  management  of 
the  District  High  School  Bund  dur¬ 
ing  Teachers  Meeting.  They  will 
net  as  registrars,  assign  rooms,  give 
out  programs  at  tlie  two  concerts 
and  meal  tickets.  Margaret  Baker 
will  be  the  Council's  coordinator  in 
this  activity.

|  “The  ultimate  need  for  well  train- 
I  ed  men  rather  than  the  immediate 
need  for  men  to  go  into  combat 
duty  was  what  was  emphasized  most 
by  the  Navy,"  said  President  Uel  W. 
Lamkin  in  an  interview  after  his 
return  lo  Maryville,  October  1,  from 
attending  a  Navy  School  held  in 
New  York  for  administrators  of 
universities  and  colleges  in  the  tr¬ 
ig  program. 

The  president  left  Maryville  on 
September  14  to  attend  this  school, 
the  sessions  of  which  were  held  at 
the  Midshipmen’s  School  at  Colum¬ 
bia,  University.  Thc  administrators 
from  47  colleges  and  universities 
spent  the  first  12  days  in  New  York 
and  the  last  two  in  Quantico,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  observing  the  training  being 
given  there.  Tlie  purpose  of  the 
school  was  to  acquaint  the  admin¬ 
istrators  with  the  needs  of  the 
i  Navy  and  to  discuss  the  problems 
arising  from  the  need  for  trained 
men,  Tliis  meeting  was  the  third 
of  a  series  of  such  meetings. 

Days  Were  Busy  Ones’. 

Twelve  days  were  packed  full  of 
lectures.  The  amount  of  Navy  in¬ 
formation  given  these  men  who 
were  privileged  to  attend  was  stag¬ 
gering.  Among  the  subjects  dis¬ 
cussed  were  the  following:  History 
of  the  Navy;  The  Fleet;  Ships  of 
the  Navy;  programs  or  the  Chap¬ 
lains’  Corps  of  tlie  Navy  and  of 
the  V-12  units;  Merchant  Marine 
and  Convoys;  The  Destroyer  Escort; 
Anti-Submarine  Tactics;  Ships’ 
Nomenclature;  Ship  Design,  Con¬ 
struction,  and  Machinery;  Damage 
Control;  Ordnance  and  Gunnery; 
Bomb  Disposal;  Combat  Aerology; 
Air  Tactics;  Naval  Aviation  Train¬ 
ing;  Naval  Logistics;  Naval  Intel¬ 
ligence;  Surgery  in  Combat;  Pre¬ 
ventive  Medicine: 

Here  President  Lamkin  stopped 
to  say  that  the  discussion  of  Pre¬ 
ventive  Medicine,  by  Commander  O. 
J.  Brown,  (MC>  USN,  who  served 
on  the  'Lexington,  showed  thc  mar¬ 
velous  strides-  that  have  been  made 
in  life-saving.  No  smallpox,  no  te¬ 
tanus,  no  yellow  fever  among  the 
Navy  men,  and  almost  no  fntulitles 
from  malaria,  though  the  Japanese 
have  95  per  cent  of  the  quinine— 
these  are  only  a  few  of  the  remark¬ 
able  accomplishments  through  pre¬ 
ventive  medicine.

Sports  in  Wartime

son  is  inclined  to  overlook  the  im¬ 
portant  advantages  which  sports 
give  to  one  who  participates  active¬ 
ly.  The  sense  of  team  play  and 
cooperation,  so  necessary  in  team 
athletics,  is  an  absolute  essential  in 
combat  and  may  be  learned  quickly 
and  easily  through  sports. 

As  a  conditioner,  sports  have  no 
peer.  Sports  aid  in  putting  the 
body  into  top  physical  condition  so 
necessary  in  warfare.  Another  ad¬ 
vantage  to  be  gained  through  a  var¬ 
ied  program  of  sports  is  the  train¬ 
ing  of  American  fighting  men  is 
the  fact  that  the  men  may  gain  all 
the  advantages  to  be  afforded  by 
training  and  still  not  consider  it 
drudgery  as  is  the  case  in  so  many 
other  methods  of  conditioning. 

It  is  for  these  reasons  that  an 
even  more  extensive  athletic  pro¬ 
gram  should  be  instituted  through¬ 
out  the  country  so  that  all  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  athletics  may  be  gain¬ 
ed  by  Uncle  Sam’s  fighting  men.
